Sunday Night’s Dispatches. 

Smepbekhsv ills, Sept. 7. 

About five huudred rebel cavalry burned 
one section of Salt River bridge this morn- 
ing. The new iron part lately put up is 
but slightly damaged. 

Gen. Dumont had his forces under arms 
all day at Lebanon Junction, expecting an 
attack by a rebel force. 

A11 is quiet Bouih of Lebanon Junction, 
along the line of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad. 

New Vonx, Sept. 7. 

A W ashington letter in the Herald, dated 
the f<tb, has the following : 

1 1 is understood that thirty thousand reb- 
els have crossed into Maryland. It is said 
secessionists arc buying horses here and in 
Baltimore for the rebel artillery and cav- 
alry. 

To-night Gen. McClellan was placed in 
command of the armies of the Potomac and 
Virginia. The whole army is ordered to 
be provided with three days' rations. 

A section of Whedan’s battery silenced a 
rebel battery on Thursday night which was 
amusing itself by throwing shells into our 
camps at Minor's Hill, only eight miles 
from Washington. 

McClellan is placing the new regiments 
into old brigades. . 

Fredericksburg has been ocoupied by the 
rebel infantry and cavalry. 

A Washington dispatch to the Herald, 
dated midnight Saturday, says it is known 
the rebels are iu the neighborhood of 
Frederick City, Maryland, in force. They 
captured nothing, as the rolling stook of 
the railroad had been sent away. The 
bridge across the Monocacy is not injured, 
but trains are not allowed to go within 
three miles of Frederick Junction. Our 
military authorities are confident that thi 9 
raid will cost the enemy exactly the 
number of troops who have crossed. The 
Mercury has a dispatch dated at one o'clock 
a. m., Sunday, stating that there is tremen- 
dous excitement in Washington on account 
of the rebels crossing in Maryland, but it 
is not believed they can hold their ground 
ngainst the Union troops. There will be n 
battle soon. 

The Times’ Washington dispatch contains 
the following: Gen. Pope at his own request 
was, on Friday, relieved of his command 
to make rharg.-ei against Generals Porter, 
Franklin, and Griffin. Heintzleman's and 
McDowell s corps are to be consolidated 
under the command of Heintzleman. 

Three or four huudred rebel cavalry from 
Leesburg endeavored to cross at Edwards' 
Ferry on Friday, but were repulsed. At 2 
o’clock on Saturday the rebels successfully 
renewed the attempt and crossed at several 
points. 

The enemy raided Poolsville and then 
Darrestown. The operator at the latter 
place escaped and cut the wires of the mili- 
tary telegraph. Fearing there were Union 
forces in the neighborhood, the rebels soon 
retired and statioued pickets a «hnrt ins- 
tance irorn the town. 

The rebels also crossed between the fer- 
ries, above the Point of Rocks, aud marched 
to White Oak Springs, across the Monocacy 

The Times also has the following, dated 
at 11 o'clock on Saturday night: 

The latest news from the Upper Potomac 
states that Jackson and his army entered 
Frederick this morning. They have pos- 
session of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, 
and have torn up the track and destroyed 
the culvert east of that place. They also 
cut the telegraph wires. All the rolling 
stock was saved. 

Washington, Sept. 7. 

Late and reliable reports from private 
sources from Centerville Btate that Colonel 
Flournoy, with a regiment of cavalry, is in 
possession of that place, and their pickets 
extend to within less than twelve miles of 
Alexandria. The Union officers taken in 
the late battle were detained at Gainsville 
until Friday last, when they were conducted 
to Richmond, with the exception of some 
others, severely wounded, who, by the hu- 
manity of Dr. Guild, director of Gen. Lee, 
were allowed to go to Washington in our 
ambulances under the protection of a fiag 
of truce. The last of the Centerville 
wounded reached (his city to-day. 

Major-General Reve has been assigned to 
the command of the third army corps, Gen 
McDowell having been granted leave of ab- 
sence for fifteen days. 

Washington, Sept. 7. 

It appears from private accounts that the 
rebels crossed the Potomac on Friday night 
and early yesterday morning, and thence 
marched to Whiteoak Springs, three miles 
from Frederick. 

One of their first acts was to seize the 
bridge over the Monocacy. A regiment 
guarding the point evacuated their position 
on Saturday. 

Great numbers of persons were leaving 
Frederick to-day and yesterday, proceed- 
ing towards Pennsylvania.

Washington, Sept. 7. 

Assistant Surgeon Greene, of the Nine- 
teenth, returned this morning from Gaines- 
ville, where he has been since the battle of 
last Thursday week, having remained be- 
hind at that time to attend to our wounded. 
Last Sunday our wounded btiBf in such 
condition, Dr. Greenp started off to meet 
ambulances repairing to their assistance 
under a flagof truce.snd when within hailing 
distance, was met by Gen. A. P. Hill, at 
the head of his division, who ordered him to 
return to Gainesville, where he remained a 
prisoner for three days. After laying his 
case before Gen. Walker, who came into the 
yard where the pqjaoners were kept, he 
was unconditionally released. 

Dr. Greene furnishes the following: When 
thw battle was at its height, Friday, Jackson 
being in command, the rebel army, heavily 
pressed by our troops, began to waver and 
rail back, whan the rumbling of Longstreet a 
artillery was heard coming to their assist- 
ance, and instantly a shout went up. Owing 
to circumstances, it infused new courage in 
the rebels, and when this re-enforcement 
arrived, at noon to-day, they made a fre*h 
assault upon our lines, dashing over the 
wounded of the day previous, who wero 
lying upon tho ground without any shelter 
whatever, and many of whom were badly 
injured. 

Dr. Greene was informed by the Quarter- 
master of R. A. Pryor's brigade, the report 
also being confirmed by other officers with 
whom he conversed, that during the engage- 
ment of Friday, General Pryor was cap- 
tured by our toroee and given in charge of 
a guard of one man, the rank of Pryor not 
beiur known— he being dressed like a pri- 
vate.

The Australasian, from Liverpool 30th and 
Queenstown 31st, arrived Sunday morning. 

Oreat Britian . — Lord Palmerston, in a 
speech at Milburne, referred to the Trent 
Affair, at which he was nettled in a man- 
ner consistent with the dignity of both 
England and America ; there was conse- 
quently no triumph on either side. The 
only triumph was that of truth and jus- 
tice, which each Bide was equally interested 
in maintaining. 

The London Times reiterates its argu- 
ments that the North cannot conquer the 
South, and says the time for compromise 
has arrived, and that the worst settlement 
of the dispute cannot be so fatal as the con- 
tinuance of the war. 

The Times then draws an analogy be- 
tween the position of Fngland during the 
Revolutionary War and the present po- 
sition of the North, and says that it is time 
the North had followed the example of Eng- 
land. The Army and Navy Gazette de- 
scribes Gen. McClellan's campaign as the 
most signal failure seen in this country. 
Lord Brougham had made a speech urging 
absolute necessity, neutrality, and non-in- 
tervention in American affairs. 

The Liverpool Post draws attention to 
Secretary Seward’B later circular to en- 
courage emigrants, and urges the distressed 
operatives of Lancashire and their Irish 
poor to follow Mr. Seward's advise and 
emigrate. 

The London News urges that the Emperor 
Napoleon cannot be allowed to assume ex- 
clusive control in Italian affairs, and 
urges the British Government to speak out. 

There were vague rumors that England 
had protested against any French occupa- 
tion of Neapolitan territory, and that Eng- 
land even threatened a corresponding

entitled "An Act to Amend Chapter Eighty-three 
of tbe Revised Statutes," title “Revenue and Taxa- 
tion,” via: 

Section Second, Provides— “That between the 1st 
day ot September and the 15th day of October, in each 
year, the Sheriff or Collector shall attend at some pub- 
lic place, at least two days in each of the Election Dis- 
tricts iu the county, to receive tbe taxes not heretofore 
paid, and it shall be tbe duty or such uf tbe tax payers 
as have not paid their taxes to attend at tbe time aud 
place designated by the Sheriff and pay the taxee due 
by them. Aud the Sheriff is required to advertise the 
times and places at which be will attend.” 

Section Tbibd, Provides— “That if tbs tax payer 
shall rail to pay his taxes before the 15th day of Octo- 
ber. it shall be his duty to attend aud pay the same to 
the Sheriff or Collector at the Courthouse of his coun- 
ty before the I5th day of October, and if be fails to pay 
before that day, ten per cent, upon the amount of his 
taxes shall he added theieto.” 

“It is also provided that the Sheriff shall pay into 
the State Treasury tbe first of eacts^uonth all taxes 
collected by him during the precedinffmonth.''
